N A Proclamation to reſtraine the landing of Men, 


or Goods, out of ſuch Ships as ſhall come from the parts of 


France, or the Lon Countries now infected with the Plague, till 
they haue warrant from the Officers or Farmours of 


His Maieſties Cuſtomes. 


He Kings Maieſtie being informed, that the infection of the plague 


Ml is at this pꝛeſent time diſperſed into diners Townes and places, both 

of France, andthe Low- Countries: ànd weighing the danger that may 

enlue to His owne Kingdomes and people, by the reloꝛt of perſons, 

|| from any tnfected parts, o2 the landing of their goods here: Hath 

thought fit, (with the aduice of His Pꝛiule Councell) out of His Pzince- 

ly care of the ſafety of His Subtects, and by all pꝛouident meanes to 

pꝛeuent the perill and inconueniences that may ariſe thereby, to de- 

clare and publiſh His Royall volll and Pleaſure in that behalfe: And doth therefoze hereby 

ſtcaightly charge and command, That during the time of the infection in thoſe oz any other 

parts, no Ships o2 Ueſſels whatloeuer, arining in any parts ofthis Kingdome, ſhall land any 

Paſſenger, oꝛ Perſon, 02 any Apparell, Houſhould-ſtuffe, Wares, o2 Merchandiſes, vntillſuch 

time as they ſhall haue Licence from the Officers 02 Farmours of His Maieſties Cuſtomes, 02 

ſome of them, vpon due conſideration by them firſt taken of the parts and places from whente 

ſuch Shipping ſhall tome: vpon paine of impztſonment of cuery perſon fo landing, oz other- 

wile vnlading oꝛ ſending a ſhoꝛe any ſuch Wares oz Goods, and to be further pꝛoteeded againſt, 
as high contemners of His Maleſties Royall Cominands, 
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And kfoꝛ ſuch Ships oz Ueſlels, as (comming from any infected parts) (ſhall arrine here, 
Dis Mateſtics pleaſure is, that the Officers and Farmours of His Cuſtomes take ſpectall care 
that no Licence 02 Warrant be giuen foz the comming a ſhoꝛe of any perſon, o2 the landing oz 
vnlading of any goods therein, vntill twenty dayes after the arriuall of ſuch Ship oz Ueſſell 
here; whereby it may be ktinowne, whether the men in lach Ship ſhall ſtand in health o2 no: 
And ik in ſuch Ueſſell there Mall be bꝛoͤught Apparell, Houſhould-ſtuffe, oꝛ Wares, that may 
bee thought fit to bee apzed, that then the ſame bee conueighed to ſome conuentent place, 
neere the Water ide, remote from the Citie of London, o2 any other Towne oz place of 
much reſo2f. 

And koꝛ the better eficcting of His Mate t es Royall pleaſure in the Pꝛemiſſes, His Maieſties 
Farmours of His Cuſtomes are hereby required, vpon the arrinall of any Ship, Barke, 02 
Uellell in any part of this Kingdome, to lend a board one oz inoze Waiters 02 Guardians, 
the better to reſtraine the landing of Goods, oz comming a ſhoze of Men out of ſuch Ship- 
ping, vntill due trpall ſhall bee Had, that the lame may bee done without perill o2 danger of 
Infection, 

Andlaſtly , His Maieſtie doth hereby require and command all Juſtices of Peace, Paiozs. 
Wailifkes , Dheriffes, Conſtables, Headboꝛoughs, and all other His Officers and Miniſters 
whatloeuer , to be aiding and aſſiſting in the full accompliſhment and execution of His Mate- 
ſties Royall Pleaſure herein declared, which ſo much impoꝛteth the common good and ſafety 
of His Kingdomes and people.
